MARATHINK 

Welcome  to  the  Mighty  Ninety  News  ... 
sharply  curtailed  edition.  You  no  doubt 
noticed  at  once  that  this  issue  was  much 
smaller  than  those  to  which  our  subscribers 
have  become  accustomed.  This  note  is  to 
explain  why. 

It's  really  pretty  simple.  Thexe  are  what 
you  call  budgetary  and  manpower  limita- 
tions, and  the  staff  of  the  paper,  indeed  of 
the  entire  station,  is  in  a  transitional  stage. 
So  we  have  decided  to  make  this  issue 
relatively  small,  print  twice  as  many  copies 
as  usual,  and  use  it  to  concentrate  on  our 
present  situation.  So  it  is  a  one-of-a-kind 
edition.  By  next  month,  everything  will  be 
different,  and  J.R.  Madillo,  our  new  editor, 
should  be  at  the  helm.  But  for  the  time 
being,  the  whole  staff  of  KPFT  has  taken 
over  collectively,  and  will  try  to  shed  some 
light  on  what  is  going  on  here. 

For  this  issue  1  am  performing  the 
function  of  a  channel  between  the  staff  and 
the  typesetter  (if  we  can  pay  the  bill).  So  I 
guess  1  have  about  as  comprehensive  a 
view  as  anybody  of  what  we  are  trying  to 
say.  For  the  past  two  months,  as  Public 
Affairs  Director,  I  have  been  working  on 
building  a  closer  partnership  between 
KPFT  and  the  organizations  in  Houston 
that  are  getting  things  done.  Our 
WINDOW  series  has  provided  our  listeners 
with  insights  into  the  workings  of  many 
community  facilities  and  organizations, 
and  this  will  continue.  But  things  are 
going  to  be  different  in  November  because 
there  are  other  needs  which  are  apparently 
not  being  well  enough  exposed.  And 
those,  my  friends,  are  the  needs  of  the 
radio  station  and  its  staff. 

The  fact  is  that  we  are  not  well  enough 
equipped  to  do  the  job  that  we  have  taken 
on  for  the  community,  and  it  is  high  time 
that  we  became  prepared.  And  so,  in 
November,  Thanksgiving  month,  we  are 
creating  the  First  Annual  Horatio  Alger 
Rags- to- Riches  Marathon.  During  the 
month  of  November  you  are  going  to 
become  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
internal  workings  and  needs  of  KPFT.  You 
will  hear  all  of  the  details  of  the  financial 
situation  of  the  station,  and  all  of  the  plans 
w  have  for  the  future.  You  will  learn  the 
reasons  for  the  failure  of  many  of  the 
projects  we  have  tried,  and  you  will  get  to 
know  the  feelings  of  the  staff  members. 


both  on  the  air  and  off,  who  keep  this  thing 
doing  what  it  docs.  The  feeling  here' is  that 
the  individuals  who  are  responsible  for 
getting  things  done  have,  to  tell  the  truth, 
been  giving  it  all  away.  Or  at  least  selling 
it  all  too  cheaply.  What  kind  of  work  would 
you  expect  from  a  $25-a-week  employee? 

Iguess  we  get  fed  up  about  being  so 
low-rent.  Here  we  are  -  talented,  aware, 
with  all  these  beautiful  possibilities  in  our 
imaginations,  and  we  are  not  spending  our 
time  making  those  dreams  real,  but  instead 
we  are  fighting  off  bill  collectors.  We  are 
disreputable  to  the  point  where  even  our 
friends  won't  give  us  credit. 

But  we  have  dreams.  And  sometimes  we 
do  make  them  real.  Maybe  you've  heard  a 
few  of  them  on  the  radio.  We  have  been 
trying  to  make  our  light  shine  out  brightly 
enough  at  90  FM  to  bring  in  your  support. 
And  it  is  coming.  Our  subscriber  records 
(after  a  long  period  of  computer  disorder  in 
which  we  did  not  even  know  how  many 
subscribers  we  had)  show  a  steady  increase 
in  the  flock,  and  income  is  slowly  going  up. 
But  slowly.  We  still  see  our  paltry 
twenty-five  dollar  paychecks,  sometimes, 
and  we  still  see  all  of  the  projects  we 
started  months  ago  going  unfinished  for 
lack  of  money  to  pay  for  the  materials.  We 
are  doing  too  good  a  job  to  let  ourselves  be 
held  down  like  this.  We  are  going  to  have 
to  give  a  boost  to  that  slow  increase  in 
income.    It's  time  for  us  to  get  a  raise! 

So  November.  Horatio  Alger  month,  will 
be  a  time  to  focus  on  making  it  real. 
Instead  of  spending  my  time  finding  out 
about  community  organizations  and  get- 
ting their  messages  on  the  air.  I  am  going 
to  be  spending  November  making  sure  that 
you  find  out  about  KPFT  and  its  need.  We 
who  work  here  are  the  strongest  supporters 
of  the  station,  putting  in  whatever  hours 
are  necessary  to  see  to  it  that  the 
programming  keeps  coming  out.  regard- 
less of  the  amount  of  money  coming  in. 
But  some  of  that  responsibility  is  yours.  If 
you  haven't  subscribed,  it  is  time  to  shit  or 
get  off  the  pot.  If  you  are  a  subscriber,  how 
about  telling  your  friends?  And  how  about 
letting  us  know  what  we  could  do  to  make 
you  friends  support  us?  We  need  it,  and 
Houston  needs  it.

New  Orleans  Sound  becomes  the  locus  of 
our  musical  attention  November  16  -  22. 
This   highh    imaginative  record   producer 
has  been   responsible   for  the  success  of 
such  bands  as  the  Meters.   Doctor  John. 
Labelle.  and  the  Manhattan  Transfer  and 
has  recorded  everyone  from  Wings  and  the 
Frankic  Miller  Band,  to  the  James  Cotton 
Band  and  Chocolate  Milk.  He's  also  been  a 
writer   since    the   early   Sixties    when    he 
penned  Java  and  Yes  We  Can  Can  and 
started  his  career  ghosting  piano  for  the 
great  Fats  Domino.     A  look  at  the  New 
Orleans  musical   tradition   translated  into 
the  successful  pop  formulas  of  our  dav  by 
Allan  Toussaint  of  SeaSaint  studios. 

Next,  we  turn  eastward  and  get  ginkgo 
for  the  last  week  of  the  month  with  the 
music  of  Japan.

European  nations  have  a  generally  more 
innovative  approach  to  the  whole  recording 
business.  They'll  press  just  about  any 
music  of  quality,  even  if  it's  not  likely  to  be 
heard  on  commercial  radio.  Imports  are 
now  big  business,  with  major  American 
labels  vying  for  distribution  rights  and 
picking  up  the  artist  rosters  where  pos- 
sible.

Dave  Holland  and  Eberhard  Weber,  in 
addition  to  the  solo  abilities  of  Chick  Corea. 
Keith  Jarrett  and  many  others.  We  will 
feature  whenever  possible  the  import 
pressings  and  whole  album  sides  for 
recording  purposes.  Keith  Jarrett's  Koln 
(Cologne(  Concerts  will  be  run  on  the  Final 
Hour  sometime  this  month.  See  the 
program  listings  in  this  guide.

OPERATIONS 

Now  I  know  you've  heard  all  this  before, 
but  maybe  there's  a  chance  that  it  could 
sink  in  a  little  further  this  time.  I  mean 
there  has  to  be  a  way.  somewhere, 
somehow,  to  make  this  community  realize 
that  KPFT  will  never  really  be  able  to 
operate  until  there  is  money  with  which  to 
operate.  We  continually  struggle  from 
month  to  month,  robbing  Peter  to  pay  Paul 
and  never  getting  far  enough  ahead  to 
adequately  ensure  continued  supplies  or 
salaries,  both  of  which  are  essential  to  any 
organization.  The  reality  of  financial 
deprivation  starts  with  costly  equipment 
needs  being  ignored,  runs  to  a  dedicated 
staff  riddled  with  vitamin  deficiencies,  and 
ends  with  no  paper  clips. 

During  the  past  two  years.  I've  learned 
that  no  matter  how  broke,  understaffed, 
tired  or  hungry  we  are.  the  show  does 
indeed  go  on.  and  the  folks  who  continually 
bring  you  that  show  go  on  as  well  -  umally 
much  the  worse  for  wear.  This  pl.:i|flfcm 
eat  you  up  if  you're  not  careful.^^n 
analysis  shows  that  the  only  way  our 
people  manage  to  survive  is  through  a 
system  of  long  periods  of  hard  work  and 
economic  deprivation,  broken  by  "vaca- 
tions." which  usually  consist  of  going 
somewhere  and  doing  work  that  pays  for  a 
while.    Some  vacation! 

Don't  worry.  KPFT  has  no  intention  of 
fading  at  this  point.  Hopefully  the 
community  won't  be  too  impatient  to  have 
the  kind  of  quality  radio  that  KPFT 
currently  delivers  on  a  sporadic  basis 
happening  on  a  consistent  basis. 

At  this  time,  it  all  seems  like  a  long 
uphill  struggle,  but  I'm  sure  it's  going  to 
work.  The  staff  may  change  some  more; 
the  people  to  whom  we  owe  monev  will 
change,  and  so  will  the  people  who  give  us 
money.  One  thing  remains  certain:  the 
broad  scope  of  KPFT's  operations  will 
continue.  The  community  focus  and 
involvement  of  KPFT  is  the  show  and  it  will 
go  on!

Subtle  Maneuvers  is  a  production  of  the 
Fine  Arts  Department  of  KPFT,  as  arc 
Movement  Theory  and  the  Houston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  broadcasts.  The  Depart- 
ment itself  has  no  budget.  There  are  four, 
people  working  there,  and  only  one  gets 
paid.  That's  me  --  I  make  $25  a  week.  We 
arc  working  on  a  shoestring  to  bring  vou 
quality  programming.  I  believe  we  are 
doing  that  to  the  best  of  our  present  ability. 
considering  that  we  have  almost  no 
equipment,  no  salaries,  no  budget  for 
cassettes,  stationery,  pens  or  paper,  and 
no  funding.  Our  situation  is  tvpical  of 
every  other  department  of  KPFT.  All  we 
have  to  count  on  are  microphones,  moti- 
vated people,  and  air  time. 

#ine  Arts  will  play  a  large  part  in  the 
ember  marathon,  which  will  be  coordi- 
nated by  Public  Affairs.  We  hope  to 
program  live  theatre,  poetry,  interviews, 
and  general  information  that  will  be  both 
interesting  and  informative. 


Subtle  Maneuvers  continues  from  7  -  8 
p.m.,  Monday  thru  Friday.  Our  latest 
move  has  been  to  incorporate  a  new  feature 
program  within  the  Friday  night  format. 
This  is.  Poets,  currently  twenty  minutes 
long,  featuring  a  different  Houston  poet 
each  week.  In  December  it  will  expand  to 
Thirty-minute  length. 

Poets  was  the  brainchild  of  Wes  Awana, 
Bob  Rogers  and  myself.  Together  we  felt 
thaj^poets  are  too  often  subject  to  the 
d^Mons,  sometimes  the  eccentricities,  of 
otnlr  people  when  seeking  the  exposure 
they  need.  This  program  is  open  to  any 
poet  in  Houston,  any  person  who  writes 
poetry  and  wants  to  read  it  and  talk  about  it 
on  the  air.  Interested  people  should 
submit  their  work  (copies  onlv),  to  Bob 
Rogers  at  KPFT.  419  Lovett  Blvd.  Houston 
77006.  Bob  will  read  your  work  and  contact 
you  about  scheduling. 

We  have  increased  coverage  of  indivi- 
dual artists  as  well.  We  have  alreadv 
programmed  and  will  replay  a  program 
concerning  women.in  art.  We  will  continue 
to  program  Creativity  Night,  a  forum  for 
local  artist  to  call  in  once  a  month  and  voice 
their  complaints  and  suggestions  concer- 
ning fine  arts  in  Houston.  We  are 
scheduling  much  more  live  theatre.  The 
Houston  Reader's  Theater.  Kerygma 
Players,  and  various  freelance  actors  will 
present  theatre  for  your  enjoyment. 

As  always,  we  are  open  to  your 
suggestions.  As  always,  we  need  financial 
support  as  well.

PROMOTIONS 

The  past  month  has  been  a  busy  one  for 
the  KPFT  Promotions  Department,  with  a 
variety  of  activities  and  events.  We  began 
the  month  with  four  showings  of  the  Best  of 
the  First  Annual  New  York  Erotic  Film 
Festival,  an  Oktoberfest  celebration  at 
Busch  Bired  Park  (with  over  15,000 
attending),  a  Science  Fiction  Film  Festival, 
participation  in  the  Black  Arts  Center 
Festival,  an  Oktoberfest  Dance  and  Buffet 
at  the  Houston  Oaks  Hotel,  and  a 
presentation  of  the  Royal  Shakespeare 
Company  production  of  Pleasure  and 
Repentance  at  the  Music  Hall.  It  was  fun, 
and  it  raise  some  money,  but  it  drained 
much  too  much  energy  for  our  staff  of  two 
people  to  maintain.  Thank  God  for 
volunteers! 

In  the  coming  months,  we  will  concen- 
trate more  on  publicity  for  the  station.  Our 
programming  has  now  reached  the  point 
where  we  do  serve  the  diverse  interests  of 
the  community,  but  the  age-old  problem 
still  exists  --  not  enough  of  the  community 
knows  about  us.  The  best  way  you  can  help 
us  here  is  to  tell  everyone  you  know  about 
KPFT.  We  will  be  giving  more  coverage  of 
our  programming  and  services,  and 
increasing  our  involvement  with  commu- 
nity organizations. 

We  are  presently  working  on  two  major 
projects  set  to  begin  in  January.  One  is  a 
film  series  that  will  offer  alternative  films 
that  have  shaped  the  art  of  contemporary 
cinema.  How's  that  for  vagueness?  We 
will  have  the  full  three-month  calendar  of 
films  ready  for  the  next  issue  of  the  Mighty 
Ninety  News. 

The  other  project  is  one  we  have  needed 
ever  since  the  station's  inception  --  a 
subscriber  ID  car*d  program  called  the 
Hard  Times  Survival  Service.  Any  new  $60 
subscriber  from  November  on  will  receive 
the  new  card  and  the  service  will  hit  full 
swing  in  January  when  the  card  will  entitle 
the  holder  to  discounts  from  various 
businesses  throughout  the  city.  The  card 
will  also  get  you  into  all  KPFT  events  free 
or  at  a  discount  and  entitle  you  to  many 
free  records  and  tickets  here  at  the  station. 
We  hope  to  have  the  new  KPFT-shirts 
available  in  November,  providing  Michael 
Priest  gets  over  the  flu.  We  would  like  to 
clear  up  the  Great  Cosmic  Cowboy  T-Shirt 
Rip-Off.  It  has  gotten  ridiculous.  Our 
problem  is  that  even  an  act  of  Congress 
couldn't  get  Shiner  to  send  their  logo  to  the 
T-shirt  printers.  Our  only  recourse  at  this 
point  is  to  offer  anyone  who  purchased  a 
Shiner  T-shirt  at  the  Son  of  The  Cosmic 
Cowboy  to  come  in  with  the  receipt  and 
exchange  it  for  any  other  T-shirt  we  have.

NEWS 

Hi.  Chris,  and  welcome  to  Texas  .  .  . 

Well,  thank  you.  Texas,  and  I  sincerely 
hope  1  can  return  the  hospitable  feeling 
that's  been  comin"  at  me  and  do  something 
that  will  help  broaden  personal  horizons.  .  . 
mine  and  yours. 

KPFT  welcomed  me  in  during  the  month 
of  October  —  another  tattered  refugee 
from  commercial  radio  —  and  I've  already 
begun  to  realize  the  power  (the  potential) 
that  lurks  within  these  walls  and  radiates 
from  the  tower.  The  idea  that  we  are  all 
chairpeople  on  the  board  of  the  human  race 
is  one  that  bubbled  up  from  somewhere  in 
my  subconscious  sometime  just  around  the 
point  I  entered  the  broadcast  industry.  It  is 
an  idea  which  structured  media  suppresses 
within  its  own  ranks:  there  the  primary 
concern  is  not  the  quality  of  music  or  the 
relevance  of  an  issue,  but  the  music's 
salabilitv  or  the  news's  shock  value. 


Sacrificing  salary  for  freedom  was  not  a 
difficult  decision  on  the  gut  level  .  .  .  even 
practical  considerations  were  finally  out- 
weighed by  the  lure  of  truth,  relevance, 
cooperation,  and  the  sense  of  simple 
Tightness  that  comes  through  from  a 
community-sponsored  operation. 

I've  always  felt  that  the  unrestrained 
self-serving  enthusiasm  of  the  advertising 
combine  was  a  major  factor  in  the  shaping 
of  some  unhealthy  social  attitudes,  and  I 
am  thankful  for  the  chance  to  be  respon- 
sible to  the  people.  I  only  hope  more  people 
within  KPFT's  listening  radius  will  turn  on 
to  the  incredible  tool  this  staff  is  putting  at 
their  disposal,  and  provide  the  station  with 
as  much  moral  and  financial  support  as  is 
possible  in  these  depressing  times. 

We  would  like  to  think  you  need  us,  and 
we  sure  as  hell  know  we  need  you.

MANAGEMENT 

During  the  month  of  October  we 
introduced  a  total  of  15  hours  weekly  of 
new  feature  programming.  At  this  point, 
that  gives  us  a  history  of  some  70  hours  for 
new  programs  focusing  on  government, 
ecology,  philosophy,  Indian  culture,  Chica- 
no  consciousness,  Renaissance  music, 
feminism,  country  music,  and  one  show 
done  by  6-  to  9-year-old  people. 

During  the  month  of  October,  we  also 
sustained  and  improved  the  other  feature 
programs  already  established  in  August 
and  September.  These  programs  constitute 
20'/«  hours  of  programming  weekly,  deal- 
ing with  public  affairs,  fine  arts  and  news. 

During  the  month  of  October,  we 
broadcast  the  House  and  Senate  Intelli- 
gence Hearings  live  from  Washington.  We 
interviewed  Joseph  Heller,  Frank  Zappa, 
John  Henry  Faulk  and  Cleveland  Amory,  to 
name  but  a  few  of  our  87  guests  during  the 
month.  We  held  a  Candidate's  Open 
House,  where  we  interviewed  virtually 
every  political  candidate  who  wanted  to 
talk  to  you.  We  presented  some  live  theater 
for  the  first  time  in  quite  awhile.  We 
broadcast  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Texas 
Consumer  Council.  We  interviewed  candi- 
dates for  the  Pasadena  School  Board.  We 
broadcast  the  Houston  Symphony.  We 
produced  specials  on  reggae  music.  Ken- 
neth Patchen.  Juvenile  Law,  Poetry  in 
Texas,  Juke  Boy  Bonner  and  eight  other 
specials. 


During  the  month  of  October  we  saw  an 
encouraging  rise  in  subscriptions  and 
promotional  income.  It  helped  our  confi- 
dence quite  a  bit.  We  think  we  handled  the 
money  well  and  we  spent  every  dime  of  it. 
Still,  as  you  can  see  from  our  financial 
statement,  we  did  not  pay  every  bill  we 
incurred.  We  have  no  reserves  of  money. 

What  we  do  have  is  you  and  us  and  a 
plan  to  make  this  radio  station  prevail, 
sustain,  and  improve.  We  are  proceeding 
as  if  the  money  were  there. 

During  the  month  of  October,  we  lost  the 
full-time  services  of  Karen  Barrett,  our 
Mighty  90  News  editor.  I  thought  she  was 
doing  a  damned  good  job.  Still,  there  was 
never  enough  money  to  get  the  job  done. 
She  just  did  it  anyhow.  She  finally  could 
not  sustain  herself  on  an  unsteady  $25  a 
week  and  continue  to  do  the  impossible. 
Hence,  this  abbreviated  edition  of  the 
Mighty  90  News. 

During  the  month  of  November,  we  have 
a  total  of  35  hours  a  week  of  recently 
developed  programs  to  sustain,  as  well  as 
the  programming  already  developed.  In 
all.  it  covers  24  hours  a  day.  7  days  a  week. 
We  also  have  several  new  programs  in 
various  stages  of  planning  and/or  produc- 
tion and  several  new  plans  for  present 
programs. 

During  the  month  of  November,  we  plan 
to  do  a  mass  mailing  to  15.000  potential 
subscribers.  We  have  to  convince  at  least 
4.000  of  them  to  become  KPFT  subscri- 
bers. We  need  to  convince  them  quickly. 

During  the  month  of  November,  we  plan 
to  spend  enough  time  and  effort  in  on-air 
solicitation  of  support  to  get  us  an  extra 
$15,000  in  cash.  We  need  it  badly.  We 
think  we  are  earning  it  .  .  .  We  think  that 
our  audience  is  large  enough  and  con- 
cerned enough  to  come  up  with  it.  We  want 
to  put  $5,000  on  old  bills,  use  another 
$5,000  to  pay  our  people  and  our  bills  on 
time,  and  the  last  $5,000  for  expansion.
